Yet, in spite of strong egg prices, Iowa 
farmers don’t think much of the two plans 
actually being followed. In voting on these 
plans, many were apparently thinking not 
only of eggs but of support methods that 
might be used for other commodities later. 

In a survey of farm opinion, Wallaces’ 
Farmer and Iowa Homestead interviewed 
a representative cross-section of lowa 
farm people and asked a number of ques- 
tions on egg marketing. Two questions 
dealt with the plans currently being used 
by WFA. They were: 

“Suppose egg production is so heavy this 
spring that eggs would bring less than 20 
cents a dozen unless the government took

“Continue egg-drying program, 
in spite of current oversupply, in 
the hope of exporting later to 
Europe for relief. 

“Buy up surplus eggs to main- 
tain prices, and if eggs can not 
be stored in jammed warehouses, make 
stock feed out of them when necessary.” 

This cross-section of lowa farm people 
voted 15 per cent for more egg drying and 
8 per cent for buying and storing surplus 
eggs. A total of 23 per cent approved pres- 
ent WFA methods, as against 50 per cent 
who approved other possible federal steps 
to support eggs. 


But if lowa farmers aren’t too en- 
thusiastic for WFA egg-support plans, 
what do they think about getting rid of 
all federal interference and regula- 
tion and letting prices of eggs take 
care of themselves? 


We asked for a vote of approval on this 
proposition: 

“Let egg prices be set by the market, 
without use of federal subsidies; cheap 
eggs will expand consumption and will 
drive marginal egg producers out of busi- 
that production will drop and 
prices come back later.”

Alot of credit goes to our Agricultural Colleges and 
Experiment Stations where men spend their lives 
working out improved methods of breeding and 
feeding. For example, E. F. Ferrin, head of the 
swine division of the University of Minnesota, re- 
cently ran a feeding test with seven lots of pigs. 
He found that too small an amount of protein in the 
ration produces more runts, slower gains and less profit. 
All pigs in the test started at an average weight 
ef 50 pounds and were self-fed without pasture for 
14 weeks. All seven lots received the same kind of 
protein supplement which was tankage and soy- 
bean meal in equal parts with 
10°% alfalfa meal to supply ade- 
quate amounts of B vitamins. 
Some lots got a high-protein 
ration (18°% of the total feed): 
others were cut down to 15% 
and 12% protein. As pigs get 
heavier they need less protein, 
so in some lots the amount of 
protein was reduced as they gained in weight. 
The best results came from an 18% pro- 
tein ration until the pigs reached 100 pounds, 
and 15° protein after that weight. The hogs 
on low-protein rations made smaller gains 
and were more uneven in individual weights 
when the test ended. By just such careful 
experiments, the ““know-how”’ of hog raising 
has reached its present efficiency.

SULPHUR FOR LAMB COCCIDIOSIS 


Coccidiosis in lambs may be successfully prevented 
by the addition of ground crude sulphur to their 
fed in proportions ranging from 44% to 114% of 
the ration, claims the Idaho Wool Growers Bulle- 
tin. Effectiveness of this sulphur treatment has 
een demonstrated by the U.S.D.A. working in co- 
operation with large lamb feeders, the report states. 
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Catfish Can’t Raise Corn 
Nature has equipped catfish 
with feelers so they can find 
their way about in muddy, silt- 
laden rivers. Most of that mud 
and silt is rich topsoil from 
once fertile farmlands. The 
type of soil that should still 
be producing 50 to 100 bushels of corn. 

Catfish can’t use that fertile mud to raise 
corn, and that’s too bad. Because right now, 
America needs all the corn it can produce. 
There’s no need to let catfish have any part 
of your farm. Your topsoil can be saved. Soil 
conservation practices hold the raindrops 
where they fall, control water erosion, stop 
gullying, stabilize the soil. The Agricultural 
Extension Service of your State University 
will be glad to help you work out a special 
program to fit your farm. 

Through soil conservation practices fertility 
is maintained, crops make better yields,carry- 
ing capacity of pastures is increased, more 
and cheaper feeds are provided for livestock.

Healthy chicks will put on a third 
of a pound of weight for the first 
pound of feed consumed. This is the 
period when feed is used most eco 
nomically. As they get bigger, more 
feed is required to maintain the body 
of the chick and less is available for 
crowth 

Because a certain amount of feed 
is always required to keep the chick 
alive, rapid gains are cheaper than 
slow gains. Economy in chick feed-
